The Vigi- 
lant aftived.off Newport shortly after the 
Defender did and held her way out through 
the channel past Fort Adams, but slowed 
her pace, waiting for the Defender to get 
under way. The latter boat hoisted the 
mainsail and then the anchor was taken to 
thé bow. Her jib and staysail were soon

Captain Haff was at 
the wheel watching every point, The de- 
signer was hanging on to the lee preventer 
backstays, watching closely the [light sails 
to see if they shivered in the wind. The 
private signal of C. Oliver Iselin, the syndi- 
cate’s manager, was flying from the top- 
masthead, which went to show that gen- 
tleman had the boat in his possession and 
that she had been turned over to him bv 
the builders. 

The parties whdé were on board the Vigi- 
lait were Manager E. A. Willard, John 
Sawyer, of New York, the sailmaker, and 
H. C. Wintringham, who designed the re- 
cent changes in the Vigilant. The two 
latter gentlemen came on from New York 
the previous evening in order to go on 
board the boat during the race to observe 
how she got along in her new form.

Certificates =. | 


HENCE THE ADVANCE IN THE PRICE 


Some Strong Financial Houses Are 
Back of the Buying. 


NEW ENGLAND TRUST AT THE HEAD 


‘This Institution Is in Close Touch with 
the Soutnern Railway Comvany—Be- 
lieved TolBea Good Purchase.

Baltimore, Md., July 14.—(Special.)—The 
steady buying of, Georgia Southern and 
blorida bonds here the last few days has 
attracted considerable attention in financial 
circles. Although only ‘$10,000 were sold 
yesterday, they rose to 102% for the last lot, 
which was $4,000—a gain for the day of %, 
and 3% inside of two weeks. | 

At the close of the market 102% was bid 
with none offered, There has been a rath- 
er irregular advance in these certificates 
ever since the Southern rallway acquired a 
controlling interest in the railroad, the buy- 
erg expecting that the new securities to be 
issued will occupy a position relatively as 
good as those of the Georgia Pacific, Co- 
lumbia and Greenville and Western North 
Caroling, railroads, all of which roads are 
owned by the Southern, subject to the mort- 
gage bonds. A number of large financial in- 
stitutions have been buying the Georgia 
Southern and Florida certificates with a 
view of exchanging them for the new 5 per 
cent fifty year gold bonds to be issued about 
the middle of August under the plan of re- 
organization. At the head of the syndicate 
is the Maryland Trust Company, which is 
in close connection With the Southern rail- 
way management and recently arranged 
the financing of the Charlotte and ‘Columbia 
extended 5 per cent®*Ponds, The syndicate 
expects to retain the new bonds as an in- 
vestment, or to sell them when they ad- 
vance in value. Thé new mortgage is 
$4,000,000 upon the 285 miles of road from 
Macon, Ga., to Palatka, Fla, The syndicate 
which will issue the new bonds has pur- 
chased «in the neighborhood of $2,000,000 of 
the certificates. 


THE LAST EXTENSION. 


Time for Depositing Central Railway 
Securities Extended. 

Savannah, Ga., July 14.—Judge William 
D. ‘Harden, who represents the Central 
railroad reorganization committee here. 
was notified today that the time has been 
extended for the deposit of securities to 
July 25tn, which will be positively the last 
extension. The modification in the plan 
consists in an issue of $3,500,000 6 per cent 


mortgage, a reduction tf first income bonds

A FRENCH LINER AFIRE. 


La Normandie Has an Eventfal Voy- 
age—A Fireman Killed. 

New York, July 14.—The French liner La 
Normandie, which arrived from Havre this 
merning, had a decidedly eventful vorage. 
Just after her departure from Havre one 
of the flremer Francois Lefiem by name, 
was instructed to open one of the coal 
bunkers. He did so, using a naked light. 
As soon as the hatch was opaned there was 
e rush of gas, which instantly ignited 
from the lamp flame and exploded. with 
tremendous forcé, instantly killing Lefiem 
anc doing more or less damage to the bunk- 
er fittings. Lefiem was only nimeteen years 
old and was a native of Brittany. He was 
buried at sea. On July ¥th, just after the 
passengers had seated themselves at din- 
ner, fire was discovered in the forehold 
and a fire alarm was instantly sounded. 
The crew ran to fire stations and lines of 
hose sere stretched along the decks. The 
passengers were quiet and orderly under 
the circumstances and there was no panic.

The Legisla tive Body Is Disposed 
to Out Down Display. 


TIMES ARE HARD OVER THERE 


‘Emperor William is Cruising Around on 
His Yacht, Having a Much Better 
Time— European Gossip. 


Berlin, July 14.—The latest advices from 
the emperor at Stockholm are to the effect 
that he will leave there tomorrow for the 
northern part of Sweden, but it is his in- 


| tention to meet King Oscar again on his 


return. The returns of the storthing are. 
again menacing. In the early part of this 
week the storthing will be called upon to 
vote the annual allowance for the king 
and the crown prince. Two years ago 
the majority showed their hostility to 
the king by reducing his majesty’s annual 
allowance from 366,000 to 256,000 kroner and 
the allowance of the crown prince from 
80,000 to 30,000 kroner. 

The king, through his ministers, now 
demands the old grant of 366,000 kroner 
and contends that it was in viglation of 
the provisions of the constitution to reduce 
the royal grant during the lifetime of the 
reigning monarch. There is very little 
likelihood that thé Norwegian radicals will 
admit the validity of the king’s constitu- 
tional arguments unless his majesty as- 
sents to their view of the constitution in 
regard to the consular and diplomatic rep- 
resentation in Norway. 

Premier Stang has again telegraphed to 
the king, asking him to reconstruct the cab- 
inet, and the state of affairs is such that 
the king, before he sees the emperor, is 
likely to go to Christiania and make an 
other attempt to seture a coalition min- 
istry. 

The emperor, upon leaving Stockholm, 
will probably sail the* Hohenzollern to 
Gerflee, whence: he can proceed to Hoise 
and then go to Wisby and Borholm. 

Whatever serious business engagements 
the emperor and King Oscar may have 
had, they have ‘not militated against the 
kaiser’s opinion. and hearty enjoyment of 
his own. A representative of the United 
Press, with only one journalist, a Swede, 
has been privilegeil to actompany the em- 
peror on his trips from Stockholm to the 
various places he has visited, and was 
thus enabled to observe the kaiser from 
on board his yacht, seemidgly oblivious 
to every care and enjoying each moment

empress had arranged to go “to Sassritz, 

on the island of Rugen, on July 20th, with 

e four younger princes and the littie 

rincess, but she has changed her plans, 
and left Pottsdam for Sassnitz on Wednes- 
day. The emperor will without doubt visit 
the empress at-Sassnitz before going to 
Coxves to witness’ the regatta. The influx 
of German tourists into Rugen is'’so great 
that the degree of quiet which the em- 
press especially desires is likely to be 
broken into by the swarm of visitors 
around Sassnitz, Bernz and Stubbenkam- 
mer, all of which places are easy of ac- 
cess from Stettin and Swinemunde. 

Das Hohe Schloss am Meer. 

The schloss at Daysen which the kaiser 
has leased has been so inclosed that the 
empress can drive for miles on the grounds 
without being seen by the public. The 
schloss stands upon a cliff overlooking 
the sea three miles from Sassnitz. The 
rooms are large arid pleasant. A flight of 
marble-steps leads up to the great hall, 
which is supported by marble pillars 
adorned with frescoing. There is a private 
means of access from the cliffs to the sea, 
and extensive woods of beech and fir en- 
Rance the seclusion of the place. The lease 
of the schloss was secured by the kaiser 
in 1894, upon hearing how the empress 
Was annoyed on the occasion of her 
last visit to Rugen by a mob of curious vis- 
ltors. 

After witnessing the Cowes regatta the 
emperor will spend a week in grouse shoot- 
ing in Scotiand, and will return to Berlin 
in time to lay the foundation stone of the 
national monument to his grandfather, Bm- 
peror William I, on August 18th, the anni- 
versary of the battle of Gravelotte.* The 
occasion will be one of great ceremony. 
All of the heads of the German federate 
governments and the leading dignitaries of 
the empire will be present and it is expect- 
ed that the emperor will deliver an oration 
glorifying the results of the war of 1780. 
The celebration. of the twenty-fifth 
‘anniversary of Sedan, August iéth, 
will be célebrated in Germany. This 
will be followed by the ceremony of em- 
peror unveiling the statue of his father, 
Emperor Frederick, at ‘Woerth, or 
which events will be occasions when the 
Germans, one and all, will ignore the popu- 
lar delusion about the growth of French 
good feeling toward Germany. The aocial- 
ist organs nave adopted concurrent resolu- 
tions declaring that they will take no part 
in the celebrations, but there are no tears 
shed over this action. 

A Bimetallic Conference. 

Two representatives of the French bimet- 
talist league, Deputy Fourgeirol, vice chair- 
man.of the league, and M. Thery, the sec- 
retary of that organization, spent several 
days in Berlin this week, and had a num- 
ber of conferences with Herren Kardorifi 
and Minister Bach and Dr. Arendut. The 
mission of the French gentleman was to 
prepare the way for an international mone- 
tary conference and the result of their de- 
cisions points to the convening of an inter- 
national conférence within a short time. 
Herren Kardorff and Minister Bach express 
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as the result of an investigation by Dr. 
Scholz, who asserts that he has protested 
that cruelties greater than those practiced 
on the patient in the Mariaburg institution 
have been common in the Bremen hospital 
for a long time. The managers of the in- 
stitution have made energetic deniais of 
these charges, but Dr, Scholz persists in 
his charge and the director of fhe police, at 
Scholz’s instigation, has laid his complaint 
before the magistrate of public inquiry. 
Prince ¥Yerdinand of Bulgaria bas made his 
re-appearance at Carishbad, which cir- 
cumstance — is regarded as an in- 
timation of some important change 
in the administration of Sofia. It is one of 
the peculiarities of Ferdinand that when 
he is about to alter any of the rules, regula- 
tions or customs of the Bulgarian govern- 
ment, he leaves his ministers to face what- 
ever popular displeasure may . arise. 
Consequently whenever he leaves Sofia it is 
assumed that there is to be another change, 
the responsibility for which he desires tc 
shirk. ' 

It is reported, and generally oclleved., 
that he asked Bishop Clement, the head of 
the Bulgarian mission, now in St. Peters- 
burg, to inform the czar that he, Ferdi- 
nand, is ready to make any sacrifice, even 
his personal conversion to the Greek faith. 
in order to obtain a reconsideration of the 
religions of Bulgaria with Russia. Prince 
Lobanoff-Rastosviky, the Russian foreign 
minister,. received the mission on Friday 
and the St. Petersburg authorities have 
permitted this statement to be sent out by 
telegraph that Prince Lobanoff asked Bish- 
op Clement if there was any danger that 
ex-Premier Stambulof€ would return to 
power, and that the bishop replied that 
there was. Indeed, he gave the prince to 
understand that the,danger oui exist as 
long as Russia and Bulgarie remained un- 
reconciled. Prince Lobanoff is reported 
to have responded that he was in favor 
of a policy of reconciliation and further 
Said that the czar had no personal feeling 
against Prince Ferdinand. The Bulgarian 
mission will be received by the czar on 
Wednesday. The general: épinion in di- 
plomatic circles is that the submission of 
Bulgaria to Russia will change the whole 
situation in the east. 

A marriage has been arranged between 
Prince Maximilian, of Baden, heir to the 
grand duke of Baden; and Princess Victo- 
ria, of Schleswig-Holstein, daughter of 
Prince Christian. The pair met at Windsor 
recently and the queen gave her consent 
to the betrothal. 

The ship which was sunk in the Baltic 
canal yesterday lies upon her side near the 
right bank of the waterway: Canal pilots 
‘are notified that the passage of the canal 
is open, but that extreme care must be 
observed. i 

Chancellor Hohenhohe has declined to 
accept the resignation of Count von Rot- 
tenberg, which was offered because of his 
ill health, and has giver him a ‘prolonged 
leave of absence. 

The archbishop of Freiburg has iseued a 
circular to the German bishops calling upon 
all Catholics tO dSsist in the establishment 
of a university at.

Carlisie’s Gold Speeches. 


EVILS OF THE GOLO STANDARD SHOWN 


Benefits That Would Follow the Demon- 
etization of Silver Are Pointed Out 
in a Clear and Forcible Manner. 


Augusta, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)—Hon. J. 
Cc. C. Black has prepared a reply to Sec- 
retary Carlisle's. single gold standard 
speeches, It is an able reply and the cuckoos

Coming, as it does, on the eve of the Grif- 
fin convention, the reply will do great good. 
It is a magnificent rebuttal for the gold ar- 
guments recently presented by Judge Law- 
son. 

In concluding his argument, Major Black 
gays: , 

“What ought we to do? Our existing 
system, if it.could be called a system, is il- 
logical, unphilosophical, inconsistent, and 
ought to be radically changed. In suggest- 
ing what the change should be, I frankly 
confess that the question is not free from 
difficulty. Indeed, all discussions of this 
subject should fully recognize that neither 
all the intelligence nor patriotism of the 
country is on either side of it. That we 
have wandered far from the right path, I 
am satisfied, and it may be, I believe it is, 
true that we cannot go back without some 
financial and business suffering. We must 
suffer for our wrong-doings. This is the 
universal law against transgression—as true 
against governments in their public policies 
as against individuals in their normal con- 
duct. 

“Our friends who insist upon the single 
gold standard theory do not seem to be 
willing to accept anything except that. Dur- 
ing the extra session of the fifty-third con 
gress, the friends of silver made all sorts 
of propositions short of opei™hg the mints 
to it as to gold at the existing ratio. In the 
house propositions were made for.its coin- 
age at from 16 to 1 on up to 20 to 1; then 
for .the restoration of the Bland-Allison 
act. In the senate, various propositions 
Were made. The other side would not then, 
nor do they now, suggest any middle 
ground. They would not consent to coin a 
certain quantity or to cain for a limited 
period, or to confine the coinage tp the 
American product, or to anything else. 
They will not have it in any quantity, at 
any ratio, for any period, upon any terms, 
and their latest utterance from their great 
and distinguished leader is, if not in terms, 
by irresistible logical conclusion, that they 
(won't have it), would not accept it with 
the consent of the whole world, After 
all other efforts had fafled in congress 
it was proposed to coin the seignior- 
age. The bill was passed by both 
houses, and vetoed by the president. They 
not only now openly declare that. they will 
have no more silver coinage, but, in my 
opinion, they will destroy, if they succeed, 
the silver we now have in use as money— 
I do not gay as currency. I expressed this 
opinion to a friend and distinguished col- 
league of mine from Georgia during the 


_, Session of congress, and subsequent events 


have confirmed it. 

“The act of 1873, which closed our mints 
to silver, was followed next year by an 
act which destroyed the legal tender func- 
tion of the silver we then had except to 
the amount of $50. If the government can- 
not, without discrediting its financial posi- 
tion in the eyes of the world, pay out a 
silver dollar in redemption of any obliga- 
tion unless the holder is willing to take 
it, why should it be forced upon the private 
citizen, except upon the idea that it is to 
be redeemed in golf? That opinion, as I 
have heretofore said, already: widely pre- 
vails among very intelligent people, and 
there is running through Mr. Carlisle’s 
late speeches the idea, if not the express 
declaration, that the fiscal policy of the 
government must at all hazards continue 
to be such .as to keep the silver we now 
have on an equality with gold. If the 
government goes out of the banking pbusi- 
ness, as is proposed, and displaces: the 
United States notes and treasury notes 
which furnish some means for an indirect 
redemption of silver in gold, the demand 
Will then be made that the government 
must directly pay over the counter of 
the pubiic treasury upon the demand of 
the holder of silver dollars their equivalent 
in gold. This would be the finishing 
stroke, and would strike down the silver 
we now have as money, although, for 
some purposes, its use might be continued 
es currency like paper: It is insisted that 
the opening of our mints to silver at the 
existing ratio would bring us to silver 
monometallism—a condition which fills our 
friends on the other side with unutterable 
@larm because regarded as an unspeakable 
disaster. They seem to have overlooked 
the fact that, according to Mr. Carlisle s 
Memphis speech, afterwards repeaied at 
Louisville, we have had practic.cliy silver 
monometallism. We have pass2d through 
that ordeal once in our history and sur- 
wived it, so.that we may dismiss the fear 
that it wouid be fata].

act of 1834.’ If it is suggested that the 
monetary conditions of the world are dif- 


ferent now from then, and what we could 


do then we could not now attain for this 
reason, the reply is that since then we 
have grown in strength. While the burden 
may be heavier, the power to carry it is 
greater, We have increased in population 
immensely. We Kave discovered ana par- 
tially developed resources that were then 
undreamed of, with great fields for mate- 
rial progress and development yet before 
us. Engiand certainly at that time (whose 
pleasure it seems we must now consult) 
was not on a silver monometallic basis. 
and, if we have survived it once when we 
were in our swaddling clothes, the pros 
pect of it, or even the certainty of. it. 
ought not to frighten us when we are in 
the strength and vigor of our young man- 
hood and growing every day. The opening 
of our mints to silver, I think, would Dring 
some temporary inconvenience, and it 
might be more serious than this, but that 
it would be accompanied by such dieasters 
as are predicted by our friends on the 
other side I do not believe. While I be- 
lieve that many good people who are 
friendly to silver exaggerate the benefits 
that will come to them, I am also of the 
opinion that the prophecies of disaster by 
the other side will not be fulfilled. Pro- 
ducing, as we do, much of what the world 
needs and must have, we can command 
the necessary amount of the  s0- 
called best money of the world. The 
countries now on a single gold standard do 
not by any means comprise the whole worid. 
There are other fields into which our en- 
terprise and trade may profitably go, and 
other countries with which we may profita- 
bly establish and cultivate more intimate 
commercial relations. There are fields out- 
side of the gold standard countries that are 
open and every day widening and becom- 
ing more inviting. President Andrews, of 
Brown university, says: ‘As to the trade 
of the silver nations, for America it is 
very important. That trade has made Eng- 
land rich, We trade comparatively little 
with gold nations of Burope except it be in 
agricultural produce, Now, the manufac- 
turing interests of this country have be- 
come so immense either they must have 
an immensely larger home market or they 
must have a foreign market. Suppose by 
free coinage or in any other way we could 
get hold of the trade of the silver-using 
countries, the results would be unparal- 
leled prosperity, such a boom,in American 
manufacturing interests as has never taken 
place since we had a national being. China, 
for instance, is about to open the grandest 
market for cotton goods that ever was. 
Pngland is there waiting for it. If we had 
silver back so there could be facile trade 
and money communication between China 
and Japan on the one hand, and America 
on the other, we would have a better 
chance than England. The trade of the 
silver-using countries ig not a bagatelle by 
any means, 

“Suppose the manufacturing industries 
were to boom as I have suggested, what 
would be the result on farming communitieg 
of the country? Why, you would have @ 
home market such as you never could have 
under any other policy. I think if we could 
command the markets of the silver-using 
countries, or a very large part of them, the 
manufacturing plants in this country would 
doublt in from fifteen to twenty-five years.”

“2. That the recent sale by the treasurer 
and president of the interest-bearing gold 
bonds of the government at private safe, 
by which $50,000,000 in bonds sold for $l - 
000,000 less than their market value, Is with- 
out warrant of Jaw or precedent, and is 
deplored and condemned By the American 
people today, and will be condemneJd ly 
generations yet unborn. 

“3. That silver should be immediately: re- 
monetized and made a legal tender for all 
debts, both public and private, without 
regard to the flancial policy of other coun- 
tries, and should be coined at the ratio of 
16 of silver to 1 of gold, and *o this evxd 
that we may better labor for the restora- 
tion of these principles as underlying the 
structure of free government, we do hereby 
pledge ourselves to support the advocates 
of these principles, which we firmly believe 
necessary for the perpetuation of a,free 
government and conducive to the prosperi- 
ty of this country. 

“4. We unqualifiedly denounce the finan- 
cial policy of Cleveland and Carlisle fol- 
lowing their predecessors in paying out 
gold where the payment is pledged in coin, 
as outrageous, undemocratic and contrary 
to every vestige of democratic principles. 

“5S. We are unalterably opposed to the 
gold standard—it’s only good to help the

TOO MUCH RAIN, 


Cotton and Corn ‘in Some Sections of 
Alabama Are Pour. 
Birmingham, Ala., July 14.—(Spectalj— 
yrom Monroe county come discouraging re- 
ports of crop prospects. It seems that more 
rain has fallen in that county than was 
needed, and not only has the coming cotton 
crop beén damaged from 25 to W per ccnt, 
but the corn crop also suffered. The cotton 
had not been planted in full in that county 
this’ year, which makes the shortage 80 
much more severe, A report #om there 

says: 

“The prospects at the beginning of the 
late rainy spell were the most promising 
for all crops except cotton witnessed tor a 
number of years. Cotton prospects have 
been encouraging at no period of the scason. 
The pliant germinated and began its growth 
under favorable circumstances, and ihe con- 
ditions of weather that have prevailed since 
have militated very seriously against its 
development, The rapid growth of grass 
and weeds and the impossibility of cultiva- 
tion during the wet season, have forced the 
abandonment of entire fields in many por- 
tions of the county. The injury thus caus- 
ed to cotton is estimated at from 25 to 
per cent, The injury to corn, while serious, 
has not been so severe. Much of the crop 
on ¢he uplands was practically made when 
the rains began. A great deal of it, howev- 
er, has fired, and the yield will be material- 
ly decreased. Sugar cane, peas and sweet 
potatoes have suffered no apparent injury.’’ 

Negroes Cruelly Treated. 

Some of the negroes who were induced to 
go to Mexico under glittering promises and 
who were so badly treated there are making’ 
their way back to Alabama as quickly as 
they can walk. Two negroes struck Ala- 
bama this week and their stories of brutal 
treatment are horrible in all details. -Sam 
Clayburn, a negro who went from Tusca- 
loosa, is now in Texas on his way back, and 
he writes a letter to the mayor of Tusca- 
loosa in which he says. 

“We were treated worse than brutes in 
Mexico. About fifty-four of us started 
from Mexico Monday night seven. weeks 
ago, Tuesday morning, between il and 12 
o’clock the Mexicans overtook us, and out 
of the fifty-four there were nine of us left; 
the rest were shot down liks dogs. Carry 
Cole and me had just crossed the mountains 
when the Mexicans overtook us. John Hol- 
man’s wife was on top of the mountain 


when the Mexicans shot him down, just as 


they came in sight. Carry and my . wife 
beckoned with their hands for me to the 
bushes. I ran in the buBhes with my little 
boy.in my arms and hid until they passed. 
Carry, my wife and.I were safe. We were 
three days without food or water. Carry 


‘10st both of her little girls. They perished 


for water. Their deaths were not more than 
ten seconds apart. She had to take off her 
underciothes and lay them under a mesquite 
bush. Now, Mr. Jemison, please help us 
back. You will never regret it. There is 
ne work here. You will be doubly paid 
when we get home. Please don't leave this 
unnoticed.”’ ;

LYNCHED TWO NEGROES. 


Gave Them a Few Minutes for Prayer 
and Then Strung Them Up. 

Caldron, Ark., July 14.—Two negro pris- 
oners were lynched by seventy-five men 
at midnight last night at Hampton, thirty 
miles from here. Two weeks ago a white 
man named Martin was killed by three ne- 
groes. Two of them were arrested and 
confined in jail. A small mob gathered 
several nights ago, but were persuaded to 
disperse. Last night seventy-five men de- 
manded of the sheriff the delivery of the 
murderers. It was useless to resist such a 
force with but a handful of men to sum- 
mon to his aid, so the keys were delivered 
to them. The negroes were secured and 
carried to the neighboring forest, the en- 
raged mob gave them a few minutes for 
prayer, when the ropes were adjusted and 
two spirits were launched into eternity. 

The men were not masked and made no 
effort in any way to conceal their identity. 
All was quiet this morning. 

It was only @ eouple of years ago that a 
race riot occurred in that county. The ne- 
groes outnumber the whites by far in 
Calhoun county and further trouble is ex- 
pected. 

The circuit court was in session at the 
time of the murder andthe negroes had 
been arraigned for trial. The main perpe- 
trator had escaped, but the two mobbed ne- 
groes were implicated in the crime. The 
pleadings of the prosecuting attorney 
availed nothing with the lynchers. 

Be Insulted a Little Girl. 

Quincy, Fla., July 14.—There is a rumor 
that Ed Myers, the young man from South 
Carolina who was mutilated in a nam :lcss 
manner Friday evening, had offered an in- 
dignity to the little girl of a prominent 
farmer, and that the knife was used on 
him by her male relatives. The rumor is 
unconfirmed and Myers insists that he was 
r-utilated out of pure fiendishness. Myars 
is here under treatment and is in a pitiaole 
condition.

A QUESTION OF LIGHTS. 


Athens Is Deeply Interested in the 
Cost of Lighting the City. 
Athens, Ga., July 14:—(Special.)—The chief 
topic of discussion in the Classic City now 
is the electric light question. The city is 
out of its contract witn the present com- 
pany by limitation, and the council has or- 
dered an ordinance to be prepared submit- 
ting to the voters of Athens the proposition 
of voting bonds with which to erect* or 

purchase a system of electric lights. 

The last experience Athens:had with bonds 
made a great many of her citizens say they 
would never vote to issue another series of 
bonds. That was when the waterworks 
bonds got brought up in New York courts 
and cost the city over $6,000 to get out of 
the muddle. However, as the city now 
owns its waterworks system and the old 
waterworks company has ceased operation, 
this feeling has died out to a great ¢x- 
tent. 

Athens is lighted by eighty* are lights. 
No incandescents or gas lamps are used. 
The growth of the city demands a steady 
inerease in the number of lamps used. The 
present company furnishes the arc lights 
at $100 per annum per. light, which is con- 
sidered quite high by a number of council- 
men who maintain that they can furnish to 
Athens next year arc lights for less than 
$50 each, and if the incandescent system is 
also owned by the city then the cost of 
the arc lights will be only $20. 

There are some who want to erect a new 
plant, some who want to buy the old one, 
some who want the city to run only the are 
system, some who want the incundescents 
also, and some who want the gas system 
also purchased. There are a few who are 
just nafurally “sot against’ bonds of any 
kind.” The outcome of the election will be 
watched with interest.

WILL THEY FIGHT IN TEXAS? 


The Law of 1891 Valid and the Gov- 
ernor Will Enforce It. 

Austin, Tex., July M.—Attorney General 
Crane today gave to the public his opin- 
ion on the law of 1891, which prohibits 
prize fighting in Texas. The opinion is 
handed down at the instance of the county 
attorney of Dallas county, in view of the 
proposed fight there in November between 
Corbett ahd Fitzsimmons. The attorney 
general holds that the law oT 1891 is valid 
and operative. This opinion is contrary to 
that of many lawyers, who contend that 
the law is invalid because it denounced 
the offense as a felony and affixed thereto 
the punishment of a misdémeanor’ and sec- 
ondly, because the act is so indefinitely 
framed and is of such doubtful construc- 
tion, considered either by itself or in con- 
nection vith the other provisions of the 
written law, that it cannot be . under- 
‘stood; In rebuttal the attorney general 
holds: 

“The intention frequently controls the 
express language in the construction of 
statutes, and following this doctrine laid 
“down by the higher court, the courts are 
at perfect liberty to eliminate the -word 
‘felony,’ if such elimination is necessary 
to give effect to the legislative intent. It 
must be plain that the court belieyed that 
the intention of the legislature was to pro- 
hibit prize fighting. If the court further 
believed that the fact that the legislature 
affixed the punishment of a misdemeanor 
to the offense of prize fighting, and that 
the word ‘felony’ was inserted by mistake, 
it was at perfect liberty to disregard the 
word in the construction of the statute.” 

He argues that the criminal court of ap- 
peals has held the law to be valid, and he 
does likewise. 

He instructs the sheriff of Dalias county 
that it is not his duty te question the

A New Jersey Man Hunt. 

Last Friday might several bundred 
residents of Vineland, N. J., all armed to 
the teeth, started out to hunt down and’ 
lynch a negro who had assaulted a six- 
year-old white girl. 

Liverymen furnished horses free to 
those wishing to take part in the search, 
and guns and revolvers were handed to 
all who were unarmed. 

At last accounts the pursuers were on 
the trail of the fugitive. They make 
no secret of their determination to kill 
him if they find him before the officers 
catch him and carry him to a secure 
place. 

Vineland is a town settled by New 
Englanders, who have, heretofore, strong- 
ly opposed lynching under any cireum- 
stances. This outrage upon an innocent 
child, however, is more than buman na- 
ture can stand, and they are in no mood 
to submit to the delay and the uncer- 
tainty of the law. 

It may be that the hunters will not 
capture their game. The negro may 
make his escape or the officers may 
get hold of him and protect him until 
he is duly tried and convicted. The 
incident gocs to show what we have ail- 
ways claimed, viz, that lynching is a 
national evil, and just as liable to mani- 
fest itself in a peaceful northern com- 
munity as in a western or a southern 
state. All that is needed is the provoca- 
tion. If some of the atrocious crimes 
committed in the south should occur in 
New England the criminals would be 
promptly lynched.

Storms That Fall from the Sky, 

Speaking of the numerous tornadoes 
whieh struck widely separate localities 
on the 7th instant The New Orleans 
Picayune takes the position that the 
storms had no connection with one 
another. They swooped down from the 
sky, and*after doing their destructive 
work ascended again to the upper re- 


7ions. 

. The Picayune holds that our tornadoes 
are not generated on the earth’s surface, 
but have their origin in the atmospheric 
ocean above us. It summarizes its con- 


clusions as follows: 

Evidently all weather is made in vast 
laboratories in the upper regions of the air. 
There are forces capable of drawing up and 
transporting to the places where it is 
wanted incalculable quantities of the 
earth’s water. There are generated heats 
which convert the water into vapors 80 
attenuated as that more tons of it than 
many numerals can declare remain floating 
in space, while at another time a cold so 
intense is created as that in a moment 
of time water can be frozen into solid ice 
and precipitated upon the earth. What is 
it that prepares the tornado and the cy- 
clone and hurls them upon those doomed 
epots devoted to its wrath? 

It is not difficult to imagine that these 
storms created in the upper abysses of the 
atmosphere! and charged with a particular 
energy, are precipitated upon localities on 
the surface of the earth to which they mav 
be drawn by a special attraction, while 
they are repelled from others where the 
electric conditions are not favorable. As a 
mere suggestion, this would seem a most 
plausible way to account for the fact 
that some places are devoted to catas- 
trophies from storms, while others are left 
untouched. 

if this theory is correct our weather 
observers should spend a good deal of 
their time in balloons among the clouds 
and on the highest mountain peaks. They 
cannot remain on the lower levels of the 
earth and study the storms which are 
born in the sky. 

If electric storms are attracted to some 
localities by certain conditions and re- 
pelled from others because their electric 
conditions are not favorable, our scien- 
tists should give the matter their atten- 
tion. A great many people believe that 
Atlanta will never be struck by a tor- 
nado because the oldest inhabitant can- 
not remember such a visitation. This

the true theory. What we want to find 
out is whether our electric conditions 
are such as to atfract or repel an elec- 
tric storm. This is the important part, 
and it should be settled.

of the first class, while New York has 140, 
and Illinois 178. The English courts dis- 
pose of business more rapidly than ours, 
and yet litigation is much lighter in 
that country than it is here. 

Just complaints are made of our com- 
plicated judicial machinery, the facilities 
afforded for appeals and new trials, and 
the indulgences granted to lawyers who 
are fighting for delay. In almost any 
case, when it is to the interest of a 
lawyer to prolong the proceedings, it is 
impossible to secure a prompt and final 
decision. Commenting on Mr. Choate’s 
address The’ St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
says: . 

The truth is that in our anxiety to pro- 
vide ample means for the adjustment of 
legal difficulties, we have made our judi- 
cial system a source of endless trffling with 
the interests of the people. Our multiplic- 
ity of statutes is directly conducive to liti- 
gation, and the courts attach so much im- 
portance to precedents and technicalities 
that the lawyers can keep a case in course 
of trial almost as long as they please. In 
England, where there is supposed to be 
much more formality than in the United 
States, the ordinary practice is far less 
slow and uncertain than that which pre- 
vails here. We have so many judges and 
so many different tribunals that a case 
may be taken from one to another on 
various pretexts, and the expénse is apt 
to exceed the amount involved in a ma- 
jority of cases. There is certainly great 
need of reform in this matter, It should 
be easier for the average citizen to obtain 
a decision from some court of full and final 
jurisdiction, which is to say that it should 
not be #0 easy for the lawyers to protract 
all sorts of lawsuits. Too many of our 
courts exist solely for the purpose of giv- 
ing solemn and leisurely consideration to 
technical and unimportant pleas. The 
whole system ought to be simplified, in 
short, with a view to saving time and 
money by removing all chances for cases 
to be continued and transferred except for 
sound and conclusive reasons. 

Few more important matters now en- 
gage the attention of our Thw makers 
and the public. We have time and again 
urged a reform, especially Im our crimi- 
nal procedure. Nearly all of the lynch- 
ings in this country are due to the fact 
that the .people have no patience with 
the delay and the uncertainty of the 
law, and rather than run the risk of 
seeing known criminals escape in cases 
of exceptional atrocity they appeal to 
Judge Lynch. We need more expedi- 
tious methods in both criminal and civil 
cases, and we believe that they can be 
adopted without doing injustice to any- 
body. Whether they would decrease the 
number of our judges. or not we do not 
know, but the people would be willing to 
pay out a good round sum to their 
judges in exchange for swift and certain 
justice. It is time to agitate this re- 


form in earnest. 


Banks and Paper. 

In The Washington Post we find these 
remarks: 

The Philadelphia Times calls attention to 
the complaint that. very many parte of 
the country are without the banking fa- 
cilities that they need. It shows that the 
whole number of banks is less than it was 
three years ago, and less than ‘it was 
last year, and says their circulation has 
ceased to perform the functions expected 
of it. The Times concludes that “there 
is therefore an absolute necessity to modify 
the national banking laws, unless we are 
to surrender all the many advantages of 
banks of issue and depend entirely upon 
our present irrational and dangerous issues 
of government paper.” 

This is a live issue and one in which 
there are great possibilities. It will prove 
a hundred times more exciting than tariff 
schedules. |

Brave and Won the Victory. 


Four weeks have passed aince Governor 
Atkinson was stricken with appendicitis. 
puring that time he has occupied a couch 
gn the fourth floor of the sganitarium and 
nas passed through one of the most trying 
ordeals ever known in the higtory of Geor- 


No one expected Governor Atkinson to 
be alive today. It was thought by every 
one, including his physicians, that he had 
made his last appearance in public and 
that his brilliant career in politics was at 
en end. Howeyer, the governor entered 
the struggle as he would a political cam- 
paign, determined to win the fight. The 
people of Georgia are familizr with the 
story of his ili.ess as furnished by the 
daily press. In the reports from the sick- 
room the marvelous will power of the 
governor has been displayed in such a 
measure as to elicit universal admiration, 
The patience of Job is the only instance 
eat affords a rerallel. By virtue of this 
plucky determination on the part of the 
governor he has rallied sufficient vital 
energy to overcome the ravages of disease 
and in a few days this fact will be attested 
by his return to the state capitol. 

A representative of The Constitution call- 
ed to see the governor at the sanitarium 
yesterday afternoon. He was taken up in 
the elevator to the fourth floor of the build- 
ing and ushered into the governor’s room. 
He had been glancing over the daily pa- 
pers and Mrs. Atkinson, who was also 
in the room, occupied a seat at the foot of 
the bed. 

“T am glad to see you,”’ said the governor, 
extending his hand to the reporter. In 
spite of his weak condition, and the bitter 
ordeal of swffering through which he had 
passed, the pressure of his hand was firm 
ard his manner lacked none of its old 
cordiality. 

“It does me good,’ said he, “to know 
that I have so many friends in Atlanta 
who have felt for me during my illness 
and who have sent me flowers and other 
tokens of their kindness. It has cheered 
me up more than anything else and I feel 
profoundly grateful to them. Many things 
have been sent to me by unknown friends 
who have been too modest to give their 

names.” 

The governor has lost much of his flesh 
by reason of his illness, but his face is free 
from any indication of disease and has a 
bright, healthy color. 

“The doctors tell me I can leave my bed 
about the iast of the week. It is pleasant 


' news to me, for I long to get out into 


the world again. As soon as I can get 


' @way I shall leave for Warm Springs to 
»temain until my health is fully restored. 
| It happens to be a quiet season in the 
' governor's office and the time for my ill- 
ness could not have been set more oppor- 
~ tunely. 


It will be necessary for me to be 


very careful, I suppose, but I have the 


> gatisfaction of knowing that I shall be 
‘fa no danger from my old complaint.’ 


In this connection the governor told a 


' very amusing anecdote about a man who . 
' came to the sanitarium to be treated for 
| appendicitis. 
' was similar to that of Governor Atkinson 
' and asked for a professional examination. 


He believed that his. ailment 


After a careful diagnosis the doctor pro- 
nounced his case the stomach ache and 
prescribed for him the usual remedies. 

The governor seemed to be in a very 
pleasant mood and referred to his illness 
several times with mild touches of humor. 
He thought it strange that, with all the 
enterprise displayed by the newspapers in 
getting up illustrations, no picture had been 
taken of the midnight journcy from the 
governor's mansicn to the sanitarium just 
across the way. He clearly recalled the 
circumstances of his removal and remem- 
bered the names of all who were in the 
party. It seemed to him like a weird fu- 
neral procession, moving slowly along in 
the dark. 

“I realized the meaning of the situation,”’ 
said the governor, ‘“‘but I had fully made 
up my mind to undergo the operation, ig- 
norant of what the result might be. I was 
never cooler in my life, for I recognized 
the fact that a coward increased his own 
Garger and I had no desire to render the 
operation gaubtful by any ridiculous fears 
or apprehensions. After the operation was 
performed I realized the peril of my condi- 
tion, but I felt that I had fighting ground 
and hope never deserted me. I rallied my- 


> self for the struggle and asked that no 

5 one for whom I cared, not even my wife, 

» be allowed to enter the room. I knew that 

a sight of them would only unnerve me 

» and render the fight I was making more 
» uncertain.” 


If the weather is good tife governor will 
no doubt be able to leave his room next 
Saturday. His appetite is good and. his 
general health is rapidly improving. He 
suffers very little from the stitch in his 
side produced by the operation and feels 
that he will shortly be himself again. 

The governor's convalescence will be 
gratifying news to the people of Georgia 
and they will lose no time in giving him 
& practical demonstration of his popularity.

About 1888 she met a Dr. Wright, who 
claimed to be ffom Louisiana, and was at- 
tending the Atlanta Medical. college. He 
was a handsome young man of winning 
manners and good appearance. He was 
a constant visitor at Miss Wright's resi- 
dence and won the confidence of the family. 
It ‘was not long after the acqugaintance 
that Miss Nellie announced that she was 
going to marry Dr. Wright, and her parents 
knowing her positive disposition, did not 
interfere although they were opposed to 
it. Whether they were married is not 
known, but she lived with him for several 
months, passing as his wife. 

Not until she went with Dr. Wright, who 
was an incessant morphine eater, himseif, 
did she begin the habit. 

They both visited the institute for tne 
cure of the morphine habit at Smyrna, and 
both left there seemingly cured. Soon af- 
ter this Dr. Wright left Atlanta. without 
telling any one where he was going, and 
he has not been heard from since. Miss 
Nellie returned home after he left her, but 
continued the morphine habit. Her charac- 
ruined during her stay with 
Wright. Her father seeing her condition 
from the incessant use of morphine sent 
her to Paterson, N. J., her old home. She 
was there visiting relatives and was sup- 
posed to be taking a cure for morphine. 
Her father received several letters from 
a friend whom he had watching her, stat- 
ing that she was leading a reckless life, 
not caring how she acted. She stayed in 
Paterson about a year and wrote home 
that she was tired of that place and was 
going to Argola, N. J. Her letters from 
there stated that she was working and was 
in good health. She failed to state, how- 
ever, in any of her letters for whom she 
was working. She remained in Argola for 
about a year and wrote that she was going 
to Brooklyn, where she was next heard 
from. 

Some time ago she wrote that she wanted 
to come home, but ‘ther father knowing her 
weakness, thought it better for her to re- 


1 main away as he was afraid of her having 


an influence over his two younger daugh- 
ters. 

Her letters from there stated two or 
three times that she had changed positions, 
but never once mentioned a single place 
where she worked. 

Ever since she has been away from home 
he has never failed to send her a remittance 
every month, without her asking for it, 
and he was preparing to send wne this 
week to her, 

Her father, who is one of the best fire- 
men in the service said: 

“IT have done all in my power to make her 
quit her bad habits, but to no effect. My 
house has always been open to her, if she 
would only behave herself. I sent her off 
to be cured of the morphine habit and she 
would write back that she was cured and 
wanted to come home. But she has been 
cutting up so lately that I dont think it 
would be best to have her associate with 
my other children.”’ 

When asked if he had received a tele- 
gram he stated: 

“No. ahd for that reason I don’t think 
she is dead yet. But I had rather have her 
dead a hundred times than for her to con- 
tinue her present career. I heard from 
her about ten days ago, and she said some- 
thing about wanting to see the girls and 
wanted to come home. .We wrote and told 
her that if she would come home and act 
like a lady we would receive her with 
open arms. The part in The Constitution 
where it said that she had been mistreated 
by her father hurt her mother and me, for 
if parents have ever been good to their 
children, we have been to her.’”* 

Mr. Post seemed very much troubled and 
says if he doesnt hear from her this 
morning he will telegraph and find out her 
condition. 

“I knew it would come to this end sooyger 


‘or later,” said Mr. Post, “and while I am 


surprised I am not shocked at the result. 
That fellow Wright is the cause of my 
daughter’s downfall. It was through him 
she began the use of morphine and it was 
he who ruined her. I don’t think he mar- 
ried her. There was not a better girl on 
earth than Nellie before she met this man, 
and if ever ‘he shows up in this town and 
I know it the other world will have an op- 
portunity of showing him his many 
crimes.,’’

A Band of Speak Thieves Captured and 
Broken Up by Detectives. 
THE ENTIRE GANG NOW LOCKED UP 


It Has Stolen Hundreds of Dollars’ Worth 
oO! Valuables in Recent Months—Ten 
in the Station House- 


The Atlanta detective department has 
just succeeded in breaking up one of the 
most nefarious gangs of thieves that has 
ever infested Atlanta. 

Ten members of the “Lightning Corner’’ 
gang, an organization of negro boys, rang- 
ing in age from ten to eighteen years, are 
now languishing behind the bars at police 
headquarters and two others dre serving 
sentences in the city steckade. . 

The “Lightning Corner’ gang of thieves 
{s one which has given the officers a great 
deal of trouble in the last two years, and 
during its existence its members have 
probably stolen and made way with several 


. thovsand dollars’ worth of money and valu- 


ables, belonging to citizens of every sec- 
tion of the city. The gang has operated 
for something over two years, according 
to one of its members, and every member 
of it is as shrewd and hardened as the 
most addicted grown thief. Members of 
the gang have been arrested from time to 
time and given sentences of from four to 
six months and a year for thefts, but not 
in the history of the gang have’ all of its 
members been captured by the detectives 
until Saturday night. : 
Worked the Boarding Houses. 
For several] months past the reports of 
sneak thievery and burglary have been 
unusually frequent and the officers of the 


| police department have been at a loss to 


account for i¢ until the gang now in prison 
was captured and locked up, and when 
its members told of the work done by the 
ganz recently. Several hundred dollars’ 
worth of diamonds and jewelry and other 
valuables have been stolen in the last few 
weeks and it became almost an every- 
day occurrence for the loss of a big lot of 
valuables to be reported to the detectives. 
Despite the vigilance of the entire depart- 
ment the thieves have evaded arrest and 
kept up their work with great success. 
The books at the station house have been 
rapidly filled with descriptions and reports 
of stelen goods of every character—watch- 
es, diamonds, jewelry, clothing, instru- 
ments ofall kinds, and in fact, almost ev- 
ery article that can be named about a 
house. It seems that the work of the 
thieves has in most cases been confined 
to residences in the more quiet Gistricts 
and where pedestrians are. few. The 
boarding houses especially have suffered, 
for the reason that the gang seems to have 
made a specialty of working front halls 
in cases where the doors are nearly al- 
ways open. It would require considerable 
space to Trecapitulate the large number of 
articles, such as hats, canes and umbrel- 
las, that have been stolen from houses 
of the kind while the owners of the prop- 
erty were probably eating their meals, 
Told on His Companions. 

The thefts became so numerous that Cap- 
tain Wright, of the detective department, 
decided to break them up if possible, and 
several days ago he detailed Detectives 
Looney, Barrett and Mehaffey to work on 
sneak-thieving cases. The officers soon 
succeeded in capturing a little negro boy, 
about fourteen years old, named Will El. 
der. who turned out to be one of the 
leaders of the “Lightning Corner” gang, 
and who had some stolen goods when 
caught. The boy was taken to the sta- 
tion house and there gave away his gang 
and its work. 
eral dozen thefts that the gang had com- 
mitted.in the last few .days, naming a 
number of places where the goods could 
be found. The boy had been arrested and 
sent to the chaingang before for the of- 
fense of stealing. and is hardened to it. 
Seeing that he was gone for, the boy told 
ali he knew and gave the names of his 
companions in crime. 

During Friday and Saturday night the 
detectives, with the assistance of the boy 
captured nine members of the’ gang of 
twelve, which completely annihilated it, 
two members being already in the stock- 
ade. The boys were captured at differ- 
ent places in the city, mostly in thé first 
ward, where nearly every member of the 
gang lives. Confessiens were secured from 
nearly all of them and the location of sey- 
eral hundred dollers’ worth of stolen prop- 
erty was told. 

Divided the Spoils. 

Will Elder, who gave his companions 

away, told of the workings of the gang. 


He said that it met every morning on the, 


corner of Elliott and Magnolia streets, 
about 7 o’clock, and from that point start- 
ed out for the day’s work. The gang 
would divide up in parties of two, three 
and possibly four, and would go in differ- 
ent directions, laying out the section of 
the city they proposed to work before 
starting. When they finished work in the 
afternoon the gang would meet at some 
point and divide the spoils, the gang hav- 
ing an ironbound rule that every member 
should réceive an equal share of whatever 
was stolen. The rule worked successfully 
and was enforced rigidly. If any member 
of the gahg endeavored to violate the rule 
he Was pounced upon by the others and 
severely beaten, in addition to which his 


‘sjelen things were taken from -him and 


he was fired from the gang. The organi- 
zation was perfect and few cases of viola- 
tion of the rules occurred. The gang 


made a specialty of stealing money and: 


articles that could be easily disposed of 

and it experienced little difficulty in mak- 

ing au eyen divide of the spoils, 
Devised Many Schemes. 

The negroes made great hauls at places 
where they found the front and rear doors 
open ang no one in sight. They would 
enter the house and get everything that 
they could and if seen would make a break 
for liberty, getting away in every case, 
ull of them being fleet footed and shrewd. 
Elder said that sometimes the boys would 
g° to doors and ask for food while their 
companions entered the house from the 
rear and raided if. Sometimes they got 
caught in houses and would get away by 
Saying that some boys on the street had 
got after them and run them in. The 
gang devised every, means possible of do- 
ing its work, and the fact that the ne- 
groes escaped in every -instance until ar- 
rested Friday and Saturday, demonstrates

Three men giving their names as A. ‘B. 
Berrin, of 214 Auburn avenue; 8. J. Scott, 
of 532% Howell street, and Gus Thomas, 
reported at the station house about 2 
o'clock Sunday morning that they had 
been assaulted, on the corner of Jenkins 
and Pratt streets, by an unknown man, 
Berrin and Scott exhibiting two serious 
stabs in their backs.

tage: of the propitious weather to attend 
divine services. Nearly all of the pulpits 
were occupied both morning and evening, 
and the instructive sermons preached 
throughout the city were listened to by 
Jjarge and appreciative audiences. 

The interest manifested in the Sunday 
schools of the various churches is growing 
ing, and the children were out in force. 
The music was especially good, and other 
pleasing features of the schools were great- 
ly appreciated by those who were present. 
The missiion schools of the city are being 
well attended, and those who have been 
conducting the services were well pleased at 
the large attendance on yesterday. Some 
of the pulpits were occupied by visiting 
ministers who were invited to the city in 
the absence of the pastors on their annual 
summer vacations. 

The services at the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association are increasing in interest, 
which fact was apparent from the large 
audiences that attended all the services 
held wvesterday. The morning Sabbath 
school was held in the lecture room of 
the association at 9 o’clock, and the ex- 
ercises were well conducted, The railroad 
department of the association has reccived 
especial attention, and many railroad men 
attended the various services yesterday. 
Ghort addresses were made by some of the 
best talkers engaged in Christian work, and 
the music was one of the best features 
of the meetings. This class of work among 
the railroad men, although established 
for quite a while, is practically in its 
infancy and is growing in interest and at- 
tendance every week. Sunday is about 
the only day that the men who run on 
roads have to attend church, and this 
fact probably accounts for the large at- 
tendance and unusual interest notable in 
these special services. ; 

In different portions of the city gospel 
tents have been established and religious 
meetings aaj4 conducted almoust every' even- 
ing of the week, and on the Sabbath three 
services are held. These tents are located 
fn the neizhborhood of the large factories 
and manufacturing plants and are in easy 
access. of the laboring classes. The ser- 
vices conducted in these tents vesterday 
were exceedingly good and the attendance 
was larger than on any previous occa- 
sion. In this noble evangelical work the 
churches of the city are greatly interest- 
ed, and the pastors of the different 
churches have been contributing quite lib- 
erally to the work. Some of the best sing- 
ers of the city choirs go out to the tents 
in the afternoon and assist in the singing, 
which makes the meetings all the more 
enjoyable. 

Never before in the religious history of 
Atlanta have the negroes manifested the 
interest they do now in their churches. 
They are doing a great deal of good, and 
the effects of their work can already be 
seen in the better classes of their race. 
The pastors of the colored charches are in- 
telligent and active in their labors, and 
have been given the full confidence and 
respect of their entire membership. The 
colored churches were well attended yes- 
terday. The annual convention of the ne- 
gro Baptist Sunday schools of the state 
has been in session in this city for sev- 
eral days, and the churches were crowded 
with the delegates. Many of the leading 
colored, preachers of the state and the 
south filled pulpits In the negro churches 
yesterday. A special meeting was held in 
the afternoon, when the international con- 
gress of religions that will be held at the 
exposition was discussed, and it is probable 
that the Baptist negroes of the south will 
be well represented. 

At several of the Baptist churches yes- 
terday special attention was called to the 
convention of the Baptist Young People’s 
Union of America, which meets in Balti- 
more next Thursday. 

A great deal-of interest has been taken 
in the convention by the Baptists of the 
south, and it has claimed considerable at- 
tention from the denomination the whole 
country over. The Georgia delegation will 
meet in Atlanta on .Tuesday, and will leave 
for Baltimore at noon of that day about 
150 strong. Several delegates were ap- 
pointed yesterday, and the arrangements 
for the trip will be concluded this afternoon. 
The delegates who go from this city will 
be in charge of Mr. Paxon and W._W. 
Gaines. 

The Georgia men who will speak before 
the convention are: Dr. J. B. Gambrell, 
president of Mercer university; Dr. Lan- 
sing Burrows, of Augusta; Mr. E. Y. Mal- 
lory, of Macon, and Mr. W. W. Gaines, of 
this city.

First Christian Church. 


“At the First Christian church Pastor C. 
P. Williamson preached an able and effect- 
ive sermon yesterday on “Saving Faith; 
What It Is, How Produced and What It 
Does for Us.’’ 

Dr. Williamson said in substance: Faith 
is an essential element of religion and of 
divine worship.~ It is to be distinguished 
from knowledge on the one hand and opin- 
ion on the other. It lays hold of the un- 
seen and eternal. It is also the foundation 
of our dealing with our fellow men. .Christ 
never rebuked His disciples more severely 
than for their lack of faith. There is no 
essential element of salvation in faith it- 
self nor in repentance nor any act of kind- 
ness. Jesus teaches that men may have 
dead faith and that demons believe. There 
are degrees of faith, little faith, strong 
faith, great faith, dead faith and living 
faith, faith of the Christ and faith of de-. 
mons. It is not faith: that saves, but 
Christ. Faith is the means by which we 
lay hold upon Christ, who alone can save 
us. The trolley is not the’ power that 
moves the car-—it is the medium. This 
trolley is faith, the medium through which 
we obtain salvation. The only manner in 
which we may have faith is to first learn 
of Christ and then hear the preaching of 
the gospel. The gospel of Christ is the 
power of God to salvation of all who put 
their trust in Him. Faith is the eye of the 
soul. It pierces within the veil. 

The sermon was a splendid definition of 
the word faith and gave a clear idea of the 
manner in which men may obtain their sal- 
vation.

Pastor J. D. Winchester preached to large 
congregations beth morning and evening 
and seyeral were received into fellowship of 
the church.

Lord Beresford, the Convict, Writes to 
Hils Wie. 


HE PROFESSES LOYALTY AND FIDELITY 


The Lotter Is Sent by Hand from Kramer 
to Yonkers, New York, and His 
Wife Reads {t with Tears. 


From the convict camp at Kramer, an 
ambassador was sent to New York by Lord 
Beresford, and to his keeping was intrusted 
a precious document, upon the safe delivery 
of which much depended. 

The document was written closely over 
with tender messages of love and fidejity, 
interspersed with the prayer that the writer 
would be forgiven by the person to whom 
the letter was addressed. The letter was 
from W. 8. Beresford. 

The letter left the camp several days ago 
and last week was placed in the hands of 
the wife of the convict. For many months 
Beresford has attempted to correspond with 
his wife, who lives at Yonkers, N. Y., but 
it appears that all the tender messages were 
intercepted on the way, and found their 
way into the waste basket before they 
reached the object of his yearning. 

Last week there appeared in New York 
an unknown man, who requested and secur- 
td an audience with the wife of Beresford, 
delivering into her hands the letter, which 
was read in the presence of the ambassador. 

Mrs. Lacelles is a member of one of the 
most aristocratic families of the east. Since 
the conviction of Beresford upon the charge 
of forgery, he claims that his wife has been 
perfectly loyal and true, and that the ef- 
forts to obtain a divorce from him are the 
work of his enemies and that his wife will 
not leave him, but on the other hand, will 
return to him as soon as he completes his 
sentence, 

The letter from the lord to his wife is giv- 
en as follows: 

‘Kramer, Ga., July 8, 1895.—My Own Dar- 


ling Maude: I would to God you could read 
my very heart as it goes out to you, 


“*The mind hath a thousand eyes, 
The heart but one; 

And the light of a life dies out 
When lowe is Gone.’ 


“There is never an hour in my life, wheth- 
er awake or in sleep, but you fushion and 
control my thoughts, While my own vicis- 
situdes have been more than it seems possi- 
ble to have borne, paramount to the grief 
and remorse which I experience is my so- 
licitude for you, The pangs which 1 know 
have stung your tender and pathetic heart 
have contributed more to my huiniliation 
than all else. 

“That i have repented all my past trans- 
gressions is sure and certain, and all my 
future life shall be spent in honest, earnest, 
Christian, Godlike endeavor to obliterate 
the unhappy episode of the past*by a spot- 
iess and blameless career, ltuspired always 
by an unratenting and ceaseless effort to 
oe the pathway smooth afiu peacetul for 


yo 

“Tt I had the power, dear heart, I would 
Pather all the sunshine and send to you 
in this dark hour to brighten and cheer 
the day. I speak no idle words. lt 
impulse and deal in no ex- 
travaganza when I teli you that you still 
contro! all that makes life dear to me and 
you still remain my only hope and ghiding 
Star. 

‘*."You. are the, ocean to the river of my 
thoughts which terminates all.’ 

“IT cannot believe you will éver forget the 
beginning of this terrible ordeal, when in 
New York city the first stigma of shame 
was placed upon me. How stanch, how 
true, how loving and devoted you were, and 
how you continued to cling to me_ until 
our departure from Atlafia. I shall not 
tax you with the long and painful circum- 
stances which have come into my life. 
Since our sad parting at Birmingham only 
God knows the anguivh I have svffered. 
and now I feel‘as a mere wreck of the past. 
distorted in mind and ill in the flesh, weary 
and sick at heart. But for you long axo 
I should have released my hold upon life. 
Your sweet image has cheered me and 
though you have been silent, I could not 
believe that one so true and loving could 
ever forsake me. 

“In all these tribulations, though appear- 
ances may be against me, have remained 
faithful and true to you. The false accu- 
sations concerning my conduct in Americus 
have no right to appear on the roll of 
truth. 

“In that unwise step, God. being my judge, 
I was attuated by a desire to see you. I 
wandered I scarcely knew where, but I‘ did 
no moral wrong. Some months ago I 
wrote you a fut explanation of my depart- 
ure from the camp, In contradiction of the 
charge of misconduct when I visited Amer- 
icus with the captain of the camp you 
will have unimpeachable evidence submit- 
ted to you of my innocence. 

“The deepest wound of all was the in- 
formation that vou had in reality asked the 
eourts to sever the sacred ties which bind 
us together, and I am satisfied that you 
have been persuaded to the conclusion and 
coerced by Parr and others, prompted by 
their enmity to me and their avaricious 
greed for financial gain. 

‘There exists a very strong probabilitv 
that the governor will grant me‘an uncon- 
ditional pardon within a very few days, a 
request for which is prayed for by every 
official here and many of the influential 
citizens of this and other states. Indeed. 
the Georgia press, almost without excep- 
tion, favors my release. The only objec- 
tions emanated from D. B. King. and all 
that has appeared against me is traceable 
to him. 

Will you, whom I have loved beyond the 
natural degree and with unspeakable devo- 
tion, constant and true as the stars, se- 
cured by any hope of a home in paradise 
when life’s conflict is over—can vou, the 
only tie that binds me to the world, leave 
me forever? 

“Will you, my darling, my wife shut 
the gates of mercy and love and drive me 
to despair and death? 

“Oh, my angel! You are all in aH to me. 
I cannot hear to lose you. Answer my 
prayer, and may the blessed Savior hear 
my plea, touch that tender, loving heart 
wrich once was all my own, and may it 
respond as strings upon the aeolian harp 
when touched bv the deft hand of the 
artist, whose plaintive melodies echo their 
tureful rhapsodies in the temple. . 

“In conclusion, I earnestly pray the Mas- 
ter to bless and keep you always from 
harm and permit me to be the means of 
briehtening your future life. 

“With all mry heart’s love, your affection- 
ate husband, SIDNEY.” 

Mrs. Lascelles was evidently deeply af- 
fected by the reading of the letter. She ex- 
pressed the hope that her husband might he 
pardoned and that he was sincére in his 
professions of repentance. She made no 
promises of a reconciliation, but conveyed 
the idea that if her husband were pardoned 
2nd proved himself worthy of further con- 
sideration a reconciliation might be ef- 
fected in spite of all opposition. She said 
she wovld write to her husband in reply 
to the letter at once. 

Mrs. Beresford was Miss Maud Lilien- 
thal, daughter of a New York merchant 
who left an estate valued at $1,000,000. She 
is now living with her mother in a magnifi- 
ecnt old residence in Glenwood, a suburb 
ef Yonkers. Beresford came to the United 
States in 1830. He asserted that he was a 
relative of Lard Charles Beresford, one of 
the heroes of.the British army. He tcld 
wonderful tales of his travels, and was re- 
ceived in a number of houses and clubs in 
this city. He swindled several persons 
here before going to Georgia. He met Miss 
Lilienthal and her mother while they were 
traveling abroad and renewed = e acquaint-

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NEW HOTELS SECURED 


Preparations Are Being Made for the 
Exposition Rash. 


ADDITIONAL HOSTELRIES PROMISED 


Minneapolis and Chicago Are Coming 
to See the Sights and Will Bring 
With Them Large Displays. 


———— 


The public comfort department of the ex- 
position has been very successful = the 
curing additional accommodations for e 
visitors to the big show this fall. 

When Auditor Alex Smith looked over 
the record for the week, that official smiled, 
and from the pleased expression on his 
face it was evident that he was well sat- 
jisfied with the results of the week's work. 

Since Mr. Smith assumed control of the 
weeks ago he has accom- 
plished a xreat deal, and the problem of 
securing guarters for the 
sition guests is now being daily unraveled. 
During last week two magnificent hotets 
were added to the long list and In the near 
future will fall into line. 

Since he bad charge of the public 
comtort department he has secured 1,250 
rooms. and the end is not yet. Saturday 
afternoon’s mail brought another exposi- 
tion hotel to his attention, and 1 more 
rooms were added to his list. The hotel 
secured Saturday is the Sweetwater Park 
hotel. at Lithia Springs, with accommo- 
dations for more than 400 guests, This ho- 
te! is about twenty miles out from the 
city, but railroads have abridged the 
distance with an exceilent schedule, and 
will run trains that will be ample for the 
large travel this fall. The trip will be 
made at frequent intervals, and only about 
thirty minutes will be cousumed on the 
way. The rates will be placed at nominal 
figures, and it will be just about as pileas- 
ant for the have rooms In 
the hotel at the springs as for those who 
slop in the 

In nearly «ail of tie 
tions will be 
working zealously to 
who may come. There is located at Man- 
chester a fifty-room hotel that will be 
secured, which is within easy access of the 
city. Many guests will obtain lodging in 
Marietta, Decatur, Kast Point, Stone Mloun- 
tain and other places near the city. 

Mr. Smith said Saturday, in regard to the 
accommodation of the exposition guests: 

“fl am hard at work, and judging from 
present prospecis I believe we will be able 
to entertain all who come, provided that 
the plans that I have arranged are carried 
out. I am receiving daily a large number 
of rooms, but every available house in 
the city will be necessary if we succeed 
in providing for all. I want it distinctly 
understood that we will need every room 
in the city that we can obtain, and I hope 
that every one who can spare a room 
will at once piace it upon the list that I 
am making out, so that we know just 
where to send the people. If I can have 
the co-operation of all the property owners 
of the city in this line, Il will be 
that we can take care of the visitors. 

“The Venable building on Forsyth sireet 
wil) be turned into aspermanent hotel. This 
will give us @ve large floors and accommo- 
dations for nearly 500 persons. It is an el- 
egant building; the ceilings are high and 
the ventilation is exceedingly good. Then 
Mallard & Stacy are build an 
eighty-room hotel that wiil be a beauty. 
It will be covered with staffwork like the 
world’s fair buildings, and will also be a 
permanent hotel. There are many others 
that are either being built or will be built, 
and I can assure you that we will need 
them all.’’ 

A movement has been started that will 
result in securing several large halls over 
some of the large stores in the city. In 
these halls cots will be placed and other 
arrangements for the accommodation of 
the visitors. Mr. Smith is meeting with 
much encouragement in his work, and 
many private rooms will be registered with 
him on the list of available houses that he 
has prepared. He is satisfied with the prog- 
ress that has been made and hopes to see 
all the arrangements concluded that will 
insure the accommodation of those who 
may be the guests of the city. The expo- 
sition directors calculate that the average 
daily attendance will be about 25,000, and 
on special’ days these figures may be 
swelled into 100,000. 

Chicago Is Coming. 

During the month of November a party 
of Chicagoans will invade Atlanta, and 
they will come more than 300 strong, rep- 
resenting 4$600,000,000. This party will come 
to see the south, and more especially the 
exposition. ‘The ultimate object of their 
trip, however, will be to secure a well- 
defined idea of the trade of this section. 

They represent vast interests the entire 
country over, and the result of their visit 
will be beneficial to Atlanta. They are 
greatly interested in the future of the 
south, and are now working to secure 
more advantageous freight rates and con- 
nections that will enable them to become 
more intimately associated with the south 
—the great commercial field.

WANT SOQUTHERN’S HEADQUARTERS 


Gossip of the Day About the Probable Re- 
moval ofthe General Offices 
to Atlanta 


The talk of the day in Atlanta is the 
probable removai of the headquarters of 
the Southern railway to this city from 
Washington. 

Livery loyal citizen is eager to do some- 
thing that will help bring the general of- 
fices of this splendid company here and it 
may be safely predicted that if pluck and 
perseverance can accomplish it the invita- 
tion of Atlanta to the Southern peopie will 
be urged with such great emphasis as will 
prove convincing that this is the place oi 
ass places for the headquarters to be plant- 
ed. Nothing could been more 
fying than the way the movement was tak- 
en up the other day at the Chamber of! 
Commerce by the mass meeting. This meet 
ing, which was called by President Stewart 
lI’, Woodson, of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Was a rousing onc, and full to overflowins 
with redhot enthusiasm. It looked | ke oid 
times in Atlanta. The prominent and repre- 
sentative men were ali there, And 
what is better, they were al! a unit in the 
proposition to get together at once fcr the 
city’s good in this matter and make a strong 
pull to secure the headquarters of the 
Southern. 

The old Atlanta spirit shone in every word 
that was uttered at the meecing. 

It was particularly pleasing to hear such 
firm and vigorous condemnation of the 
practice of a certain lawyers at 
whose hands Atlanta has suffered severely 
in the past. 

‘This is a season to be frank and honest,” 
Said Captain J. W. English, in his speech 
before the meeting Saturday, ‘and we all 
know th the railroads have been treated 
badly by a tew litigation springers in the 
past--lawyers who would go about hatching 
suits when no ich claims 
railroad righifully o>

The sentiment Was loudly applauded. It 
was evident tnat the sentiment of the meet 
ing Was in strong condemnation «ff such 
practices, and during the meeting many 
denunciations were heaped upon the meth 
ods of this class ot lawyers who have bur- 
dened railroad corporations with so many 
unrighteous damage suits. 

Coionel W. Cc. Glenn said he believed that 
the state of Georgia, as a state, had tried 
to do right by the reads in the legislative 
hails. He said that in establishing a rail- 
road commission the state had done nothing 
more than follow in the wake of the general 
trend of national policy. When some on? 
interrupted him by saying that “‘maybe so, 
but the damage suits—how about the damage 
Suits?” Colonel Glenn replied: “I am not in 
resition to disagree with you about that. 
There have been wrongs along that line.” 

What the Southern Has Done. 
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It was very interesting to 
Woodson enumerate the 
grown out of the recent 
the old roads that form the Southern.

A new passenger station is just being start- 
ed to cost about $1,000,000, New shops are 
now in course of construction to cost $200,- 
000. They have also spent fully $100,000 in 
promoting the success of our own great ex- 
position. I was riding over this route last 
week and I saw on a side track ’way up in 
Virginia, a string of cars as long as the 
eye could reach. Painted on every one in 
large, bold letters was ‘‘Atianta exposition, 
1895,"" showing that they are tmaking pre- 
parations to handle the crowds that will 
visit our city. I want to tell some of the 
gentlemen present who are not engaged in 
actual business, what has been aone for 
At®&nta in the past two years, since the 
reorganization of this system: The freight 
rates from the west have been reduced as 
follows: On packing house products—meat, 
lard, etc—from 36 cents per hundred pounds 
to 30 cents; on mill products—flour, etc.— 
from 3lec per hundred pounds to 23 cents; on 
grain, hay, etce., from Z7 cents to nineteen 
cents; fram New York on sugar, from 4% 
cents to 24 cents, showing that they realize 
the importance of protecting the commer- 
cial interest in the section of the country 
they serve. (Anplaus:e.) 

“Now, I wiil be glad to hear a discussion 
of this question by some of the gentlemen 
I see present—citizens whom any city would 
be proud of, who can always be counted on 
when the interest of our city is involved.” 
(Cheers.) 

The Work Organized. 

The work of the mass meeting complete- 
ly organized the movement to secure the 
headquarters of the railway company.

‘““Resolved, further, That said committee 
be instructed to communicate to the cffi- 
cers of the Southern railway the action cf 
this meeting and urge an acceptanze of 
these suggestions made.”’

It 
is proposed to meet at Atlanta similar dele- 
gations of business men trom all paris of 
the south. During the tsumn.er letters 
will be sent to the mayors of the principal 
southern cities outlining the plan.

A Full and Exhaustive History of the 
Status of Silver as Money—The 
Present Agitation. 


Winona. Miss., July 14.—@pecial.)—The 
great speech delivered here yesterday by 
United Sta.cs Senator Gecrge is commented 
on on all sides, and many congratulations 
have been showered upon him for his abie 
presontaton of the questions of the day. 

The real question before the people was 
defined by Senator George to be: 

“Have the people of the United States 
the right to govern themselves, or is this 
great. duty to be usurped by the banks 
ani their allies—the creditor classes of 
this country and of Europe? Is this a 
government of the people, by the people 
and for the people, or is it a government 
of banks, by the banks, and for the banks’

tinued, “not only those engaged in a strict: 
ly banking business, Dut a large number 
of others who, are Molders of and dealéra, 
in money and monted=securities; specula- 
tors in bonds and stocks and in contracts 
for ihe furiure delivery of commodities— 
appropriately called gamblers in agricul- 
tural products—and all those who look to 
the banks for the means ef carrying on 
any speculation whatever. : 

“This contest has assumed at present 
the aspect of a struggle about the cur- 
rency; it is iu substance but a combination. 
of the contest waged from the beginning 
of the govertment by special and privi- 
jeged interests to seize, and then to appro- 
priate to their own use, the powers and 
functions of the government granted for 
the good of all. 

Attempt to Corrupt the Elections. 

was value of money consists in its pur- 
cha power. This purchasing power 
has, as will be seen before I conclude, been 
xy: » enhanced. It is now proposed to 
enhance it further by applying it to a new 
object of human desire—at least, new in 
Mississippi.’’ 

As illustrating the nature of the contest 
now going on in this state, and showing 
that he was right in what he said about 
it, Senator George read extracts from a 
journal of high repute among bankers, 
published in ‘New York, and dated June 
24 of this year, the evident purpose of 
which was to bribe the voters. 

“This article, of course,” said the sena- 
tor, “does not openly advocate bribery— 
the purchase of mén and votes. It pre- 
tends to raise money only to enable gold 
standard candidates for the United States 
senate to conduct their canvass. It pro- 
poses to select the candidate in each south- 
ern state having the best prospect of suc- 
cess, and give him the funds for making 
the canvass. 

“As there are only three southern states 
in which there: are canvasses for. the 
United States senate—Mississippi, Missouri 
and Kentucky—ti@s paper, for three men, 
one in each state, proposes to raise money 
to aid them in making the canvass. If 
only the natural and ordinary expenses to 
be incurred in a canvass were intended, 
then the sum of $1,000 in each state is 
ample. 

“But if money is to be used for the 
purpose of debauching voters, hiring itiner- 
ant speakers, buying venal newspapers— . 
then there will be needed that large sum 
of money which The Chronicle article in- 
dicates should be raised. 

“Tt will be noted that there Is to be a 
thoroughly organized movement to induce 
not one man, but to induce every man to 
put his hand in his pocket to defeat the 
free silver movement. Of course this 
language is never applied in a community 
of rich men, each being able to contribute 
the sum of $100,000, or more, if he thought it 
proper to make efforts to raise the paltry 
sum necessary to pey the expenses of 
making a persona] canvass of the chree 
men in the respective states. 

“Tl have read the extract in order to show 
you the nature of the contest in which 
We are now engaged—not only a contert 
with the money power for the guidance of 
the destinies of the people, but a contest 
with that power armed with gold to be 
freely spent in an effort to gain the mas- 
tery over us..- 

Our Coinage Laws. 

“Our money, or our materials for money, 
has been fixed by nature. Gold and silver, 
from the earliest periods, have been used 
by mankind for money—primary money— 
money as it is called of final paymen-. So 
that when a transaction was concluded, 
and money of gold or silver was paid, :t 
was a finality. 

“In this gituation our fathers found these 
metals at the adoption of the constitution, 
which gave to congress the power to coin 
them into money, and regulate its value. 
This was the situation when’ that same 
constitution, recognizing  them—both of 
them, not one alone—as full money metals, 
prohibited the states from making any- 
thing else than gold and silver a legal 
tender for the payment of debts. 

“So, when our fathers, in 1792, came to 
establish a mint and to inaugurate coinage 
in the United States, they had all these 
facts and more before them; ana, reccs- 
nizing the advantage of bimietallism, they 
adinitted to coinage both gold and silver, 
and fixed a ratio of 16 to 1, being 3 per 
cent less -than the French ratio, which 
Wus 15% to 1. Owing to the fact that our 
ratio valued silver more highly than it 
was valued in France, we had mainly a 
silver coinage from 1792 to 1834. The silver 
dolla> itself was made the unit, or standard 
of value. 

‘In 1834, in order to favor the gold miners 
in our country, the ratio was changed #0 
us to be practically 16 to 1. ‘And ‘in this 
tratio gold was overvalued, and silver 
went to France and other places where it 
was valued higher than in our mint regu- 
lations. 

“Thus currency and 
when silver 


coinage matters 
was demone- 
tized.’* 

Scnator George then went into @n 6xX- 
haustive history of the fraud by which 
the demonetization of silver was brought 
about tm 1873. 

“That the act of 1873," the senator de- 
clared, “was the result of a conspiracy, 
having its members both here and in Eu- 
rope, we have the authority of Mr. Car- 
lisle, speaking on the subject in February, 
1878, when the events attending that trans- 
action were fresh in the memory of men. 
That he was correct in this I have no doubt. 
The circumstances demonstrate that he 
Was correct. The banks and money hold- 
ers in this country have acted exactly as 
if taey were in the conspiracy. They had 
also tho motive, to-wit: Self-interest to 
conspire.’’ 

A Struggle for Remonctization. 

After » review of the struggle of Presi- 
dent Jackson with the bank of the United 
States, the senator went into a history of 
the chartering of national banks in 1364, 
the purpose being through them to increase 
the value of United States bonds and to 


“ @rive out all forms of money which they 


did not issue. After warring upon green- 
backs, etc., their neat step was to. drive 
out silver, so that their bonds would be 
Payable in gold. It was after this that 
the national banks were provided for, in- 
Stead of the old association, out of which 
this grew. The senator then traced the. 
history of the efforts since to have 
demonetization repealed. 


“In the meantinie,” said the senator, “the |

Webster. The complaint the people made 
was only that there was not enougk of 
it. The people still demanded a correction 
of the crime, as Mr. Carlisle called it, of 
demonetization. So in 1890 the house of 
representatives passed another free co nage 
measure, restoring to the people their an- 
client constitutional right to use both gold 
and silver. Again the banks and bondhold- 
ers and their allies schemed to defeat the 
people. They forced a compromise through 
the action of the senate, and the Sherman 
law was the result.

“Having defeated free coinage and sub- 
stituted for it that miserable makeshift 
for free coinage,-a purchase of a limited 
quantity only of silver, leaving a.large un- 
coinable surplus, the banks and bondhold- 
ers and thelr allies were quite content to 
bide their time for the re-enactment of the 


‘law of 1873, profiibiting entirely the further 


colnage. o€.silver. They knew the power 
they possessed as the owners and dominant 
controllers of money and the finances of 
the world. They were impressed with the 
necessity for final and conclusive action 
putt-ng an end to silver as money. For 
under the first operation of the Sherman 
law and the votes of congress on the free 
coinage bill which seemed to presage that 
we were on the eve of full remonetization 
by the United States, silver bullion went up 
to $1.20 an ounce; within a small fraction 
of full parity with gold at the ratio of 16 
to lt. Within a few months after the en- 
larged use of silver provided for by the 
Sherman act, the Baring failure occurred, 
which shook to its center the fabric of 
British finance—compelling the Bank of 
England to borrow from the bank of bi- 
metallic, France, $50,000,000 in gold. This 
enlarged use of silver thus authorized by 
our law saved the United States from any 
serious disturbance from this panic, This 
is admitted by even the enemies of silver. 
This helped the free coinage sentiment. The 
conspirators saw the danger; yet they were 
confident in their power, and they waited 
patiently for the opportunity to strike a 
successful blow. 

“The preparation to repeal the Sherman 
law and its final accomplishment, showing 
the conspiracy of the banks again, was 
fully discussed by Senator George. 

“They intended to make no mistdke as 
to preparation,” said he. ‘In 1892 the can- 
didates of the two gréat parties for presi- 
dent were known to be unfriendly to ac- 
tion by the United States alone. The man. 
agers from Wall street succeeded in getting 
the national convention of each party to 
make a platforni on thé silver question, 
Which looked like a declaration for free 
coinage, and yet by artifice and trick not 
capable of the construction that an in- 
ternational agreement was necessary for 
action. 

“So the situation was one of distrust 
and danger to the conspirators. The pe- 
riod was critical. The time seemed to be 
opportune. An effort for remonetization 
if not successful would only leave the con- 
Spirators in the ‘situation they then occu. 
pied; if successful, it would make them 
lords of the world. §o0 about the last day 
of November, in the éateful year of 1892 
they determined to strike the blow—‘Quick 
as the lightning” from. the collied bight.’

Senator George described the methods 
+ Pau the bankers created the panic of 
Financial Situation November 30, 1892. 


“Let us turn our attention again to the 
financial situation in the fall of 1892, when 
the panic was inaugurated and to the sit- 
uation .all the time during the existence 
of the Sherman law. This situation for- 
tifles the position beyond controversy that 
there was no excuse for the panic. if 


‘what has already been said is not suffi- 


cient proof, consider the following: 
“On the 30th day of November, 1892, the 


end of the two months of an exceas of 


gold importations into the United States 
and the eve of the period when gold ex- 
portations were to commence by the ac- 
tion of the conspirators to commence, the 
Situation exhibited no signs of the coming 
storm. Your situation as cotton growers, 
though impaired greatly by the demoneti- 
zation of silver, was more favorable than 
it ever has been since. Though not a 
paradise as compared to the happy time 
when silver was freely coined, as it was 
brought to the mint, it was yet a heaven 
itself as compared to the distress and 
misery inte which the conspirators have 
plunged us. On that day, the 30th of No- 
vember, 1892, notwithstanding we had rais- 
ed and ‘murketed the largest amount 
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of cotton ever raised in three successive .

than the crop of any preceding successive 
three years—I say that on that day mid- 
dling upland cotton was worth § 15-16 cents 
per pound, within a small fraction of 350 
a bale. 

“Under the influence of this panic— 
made to order—it was made to decline, 
with slight temporary advances and falis 
caused by speculators, till it reached 7 10-16 
cents, on the 30th of August, 1898, a fall 
of 2 5-16 cents per pound, or on a crop of 
7,500,000 bales, a loss of $97,500,000 on the 
crop of one year.

The Alleged Banking Devices for 
Money. 

“The necessity for banking devices, de- 
vices to supply the wants occasioned by 
insufficient money volume, makes the peo- 
ple tolerate them. if we had free and un- 
limited coinage of silver money to supply 
in part this insufficiency we would have 
no. need for these devices; we would have 
a broader basis for credit, and also less 
need for the cre@dit liiself. Need I tell 
you that the banks owed in 1892-93 obliga- 
tions payable on demand nine times as 
much as the cash and cash items they 
had with. which to meet them, or six 
times as much if ‘we exclude savings 
banks. The result is that with the least 
disturbance in financial circles anywhere 
we are in danger of a panic; and the 
banks having control of all this curiously 
devised machinery of credit may bring on 
a panic whenever it suits their interests 
to do 80. ; 
Effects of Repeal on Price of Cotton. 

“As 1 have stated, cotton was worth in 
New York on the 30th of November, 1892, 
when this made-to-order panic set in, 95-16 
cents, having risen to that point since Sep- 
tember ist, the opening of the season, from 
7 #16 cents. From the 30th of November,

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crop of 1892, a short crop, was marketed, 
cotton, under the influence of this restored 
confidence, fell $8.75 per bale. There was 
no confidence in business matters restored 
to the banks, for they had lost nene. The 
confidence they got from the repeal of the 
Sherman law, or rather its purchasing 
clause, was that absolute confidence in their 
power to control congress, and through its 
aid to epntrol. or dominate not only the 
finances,-but the whole business interest of 
the country. The price of cotton kept on 
falling. , The season of 1894 opened with the 
price on September 1, 1894, at 67-16 cents 
for middling cotton in New Orleans. It 
never afterwards got aboye that, and crly 
reached that figure on six subsequent days, 
falling below 6 cents on two days in Novem- 
ber and keeping a shade above 5 centa— 
less than a half cent—till March 14th, and 
then it went along under 6 cents till April 
llth and then it went to 7 cents on May 
s0th, and s6 remained till June ‘th, and 
then it fell and has remained below 7 cents 
ever since. . 

“You will take note, however, that of late 
years one-half of the crop is marketed ty 
the middle of November, and the small rise 
which came at last came when nearly ell 
the cotton had substantially gone out of 
the farmers’ hands. 

“The fall as compared with the price the 
day the Sherman law was repealed was 
over $1) a bale, and from the time when the 


’ quarter bales shorter in the 


. it ought to have risen much 
higher than it was at the end of these 
three years and a part of the second of the 
price at the end of those three years nearly 
2 cents a pound for most of the season. The 
first three years were’all marketed under 
the Sherman law, and the first of the last 
three'years, and a part of the secong of the 
three last was also marKeted under it, and 
up to the time of the repeal, November 1, 
1893, prices kept up very well, and it was 
only after the repeal that the disastrous fall 
occured. This is demonstrated beyond con- 
troversy in the disastrous effects of the re- 
peal, 

Free Coinage. ? 

“This brings us directly to the great is- 
gue: Was demonetization in 1873 an injury 
to the country, and is remonetization prop- 
er now? 

“The first quection seems hardly worthy 
of discussion, ct, least in Mississippi. Gov- 
ernor Stone the candidaté of the gold men 
for the senate, declares it to be both a 
wrong and a blunder, and hopes to see it 
corrected ' by an international monetary 
conference. Mr. Carlisle declared in 1878 
that it was the result of a conspiracy form- 
ed here and in Europe, and it was the 
most gigantic crime of this or any other 
age, and that it would ultimately entail 
more misery upen the human race than 
all the wars, pestilences and famines that 
ever occurred in the history of the world. 
And Mr. Carlisle was right. But it will 
help to see this blunder and appreciate this 
wrong—this crime of all the ages—more 
clearly if we take a short view of its act- 
ual consequences. ¥ 2 SAS 2 

Overproduction. 

“But it is again said that the fall in 
prices is attributed to overproduction.

“Such my fifends has been.the effects of 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman law. 

“But our gold friends are fertile in ex- 
cuses for the failure of their programune. 
Having made up their minds that silver 
coinage is wrong and a double standard— 
to use the language of Mr. Carlisle—is ma- 
thematically and metaphysically impossi- 
ble, disappointed “by the failure of all their 
predictions, yet unwilling to acknowledge 
they were mistaken, they continually seek 
for some balm for their wounded spirits, 
and in this mood they stumble on the large 
crop of 1894 as the cause of all our woes. I 
do not deny that large crops diminish prices 
and small ones enhance them; or, in other 
words, I acknowledge the potency of the 
law of supply and demand, I shall later 
discuss this bugbear of overproduction, but 
just here it seems to be appropriate to 
puncture this idle bubble floating on the 
sea of mistakes and errors, with which the 
discussion on the part of our gold friends 


is characterized. Let us make some com- 


parisons as to the effects of increasing crops 
on the price of cotton when these crops on 
the one hand come under the influence of 
the addition to our currenoy made by the 
Sherman law, and the Bland-Allison act of 
1878, and on the other hand under the in- 
fluence of the repeal of both, and a total 
cessation of the coinage of silver. Let me 
preface that while one large crop affects 
prices, it does not destroy them; one swal- 
low doesn’t make a summer. Cotton, un- 
like most commodities, keeps without in- 
jury for years, and besides it never goes out 
of fashion. It takes several years together 
to make a destructive fall, 

“The crop of 1889 (calendar year), market- 
ed during the season ending August 31, 1890, 
was the largest ever grown up to that 
time, 
the next crop--of 1890—was larger than that, 
amounting to 8,670,000 bales, and the 1ext 
crop—of 1891—amounted to 9,018,000 pales. All 
these together amount@d to 24,989,000, being 
over 4,000,000 greater than the aggregate 
crop of the three preceding years of 1°86, 
1887 and 1888, which last aggregate was the 
largest of any other three preceding years. 
Se that these three large crops of 18389, 1890 
and 1891 came on the heels of the largest 
cotton production ever known; yet prices, 
though falling, as they must, under silver 
demonetization, maintained themselves ad- 
mirably during these three years cf 1889, 
1:90 and 1891. The first of these crops -ang- 
ed trom 9% to 11% cents in New Orleans. 
The crop of 1290 ranged from 11% to 8 sents, 
never falling below 8 cents till June .i, 1891, 
when nearly all the crop had been marketed. 
Reczollect this was also the largest crop 
ever raised, succeeding the largest crop 
ever before grown. The crop of 1891, be- 
ing the third in succession of the iafgest 
crops ever grown, and which, with the two 
preceding crops produced the largest ag- 
gregate, within a fraction of 25,000,000 bales, 
and being more than 4,000,000 larger than 
the aggregate of any three preceding crops 
in succession—this crop of 1891 sold Por 
prices ranging from 8% to 7 cents, being 2 
very little under 7 cents for less than nine- 
ty days in the months of January, Februa- 


ry, March, April and August. The crop of. 
the next year, 1892, was also sold and mar-. 


keted under the Sherman law, and, being 4 
short crop, the price opened at 7 cents on 
September ist, and advanced, except four 
days in September, till it reached 9 11-16 
cents oh November 30th, when this panic, 
as we have seen, was ted, and 
kept steadisy above 9 cents, notwithstand- 
ing the panic, tii March, and never got as 
low as 7 cents, 

‘“‘Then the Sherman law was repealed and 
the next crop was a short one, and cotton 
fell, as we have seen, from the date of the 
repeal, till it reached 6 7-16 cents at the 
end of the season. | 

“Then came that of 18%, not only the

amounting to 7,297,000 bales, and 


‘duced than the people are able to buy 

+ fair and remunerative prices, and this 
kind of overproduction comes whenever 
there is commercial and.financial distress; 
when business lags an nterprise is ham- 
pered and the gains of the people are so 
diminished that they are unable, to make 
their accustomed purchases. This kind of 
overproduction now affects us—comiig 
from a contracting currency, as comparcd 
with the work money has to do; a scarcity 
ef money; the low prices of labér and of 
the products of labor. I have before me a 
table made by one of the most intelligent 
men I ever knew—a farmer of Kansas—in 
which he states the average gains per 
acre of the farmets who raised corn, cot- 
tcn, oats and hay for periods of five years, 
commencing in 1866 and ending in 1898. 
These gains or products per acre were in 
the first five-year period, as an average of 
the whole, $15.64 per acre, and in 1893 they 
were $8.15, a reduction of nearly one-half; 
$8.35 being the value per acre of cotton 
in 1898. If we bring this down to 1894 we 
find the average product of the cotton 
farmer to be not more than $5 or $6 per 
acre. This writer also adds that it is 
highly probable that the prices of agri- 
cultural products since 1885 have not exceed- 
ed the cost of production; so that of the 
thirty millions of workers on farms, those 
Who have worked their own farms, have 
made no more than reasonable wages for 
agricultural laborers and could purchase 
only the bare necessaries of life. 

“I wish to ask the farmers now present 
here if this is a true statement as to them. 
I wish every farmer here who, on the aver- 
age in the last five years, has produced 
more than a fair return for his work as 
a laborer, to make it known. If there be 
any who have done better than this I must 
ask him to rise. Stand and be coynted. I 
have been looking for such a farmer for 
years and have not found him. 

“So you see, my friends, that the pur- 
Chasing power of the thirty millions, of 
farmers in the United States has been so 
reduced, not boing able to buy now what 
they once bought, that there is that kind 
of *verproduction which comes from a de- 
struction of the purchasing power of the 
people. Increase this purchasing power ard 
there will be no surplus.

“But our gold friends, driven from every 
post, have to make their last and final 
stand on the quicksand that low prices do 
no harm. 

“They say that if we are compelled to 
Sell at low prices we also buy at low 
prices and in the end theres no difference. 
But the slightest reflection will teach us 
that in our present situation, certain to 
continue many years, low prices in pur- 
cheses can be no compensation for low 
prices tn sales; besides our condition is that 
we have had continually falling prices and 
not stable prices, even when very low. 

“The low prices of commodities, how- 
ever much they may mitigate the suff+r- 
ings of those who have need for money 
only to make purchases, are utterly r de- 
structive to those who owe debts. 

The Ratio of 16 to 1. 

*“T notice now the last ditch in which the 
gold standard men have entrenched theni- 
selves. They assert that the market price 
for silver as a commodity is about 32 to 1, 


preg 4 Europe to the same effect would 
be utterly vaiuel su Bult ter 
and uncoinable would have the same value 
as before. Being but a . with no 
use but a commodity use, its value would be 
fixed by the market sales—the demand and 
the supply. Then some one at first blush 
would say: Why have free coinage at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, or at any other ratio, ei- 
ther by the independent action of the 
United States oreby international agree- 
ment? A solution, I am sure, will be 
found in the following considerations. 
Whilst it is true that law cannot by its 
mere enactment give value to anything, 


‘law can increase values of things or di- 


minish them by providing for their use 
for purposes or prohibiting their use for 
purpdses which are highly esteemed by 
‘mankind, or for purposes for which the 
demand of mankind is great and urgent. 
An actual example in history of the in- 
crease in the value of a commodity by pro- 
viding for its greater use is in the old laws 
of England, enacted to raise the price of 
wool, that no person should be buried 
except in shrouds or clothing. made of 
wool. Decent burial is a necessity for ev- 
ery human being at some time, and this 
exigent demant for wool, in addition to 
other demands, kept wool at a high 
price. 8o the demonetizgation of silver in 
1873 had both of these effects; it prohibit- 
ed, in a large measure, the use of silver 
as money, a use to which it had been put 
for ages, and for which it is, admirably 


| adapted; and of course silver became less 


valuable in comparison with gold, which 
‘by the same act was increased in price 
by compelling its sole use as primary 
money. As in case of burial wool was es- 
sential, so in business every one must heve 
money, and gold alone remained primary 
money. A very little reflection need only 
be made to-prove this beyond doubt. If 


the world could do without—for, though 
it would be greatly inconvenienced to do 
so, the world can’ be clothed, and clothed 
fairly well, without cotton, by substituting 
for it wool, silk, flax, hemp, ramie and 
other textiles—why is it not true with ref- 
erence to that thing without which the 
civilized world cannot live?—the most ex- 
igent and essential of.all human demands 
—money—which in itself and of itself sup- 
plies every human want? He who has 
money enough can want for nothing that 
is for sale in all the world. Money is in 
fact, as was well said by an eminent po- 


government, in favor of the owner, on 
all persons who have things for sale. Pre- 
sent the order, and it is always and every- 
where honored. A man may have a sur- 
plus of any commodity which he may: de- 
sire to excange for some other commodity 
which he needs, but he may spend days 
in finding a man who wants his particular 
commodity and at the same time has a 
surplus of the ‘particular commodity he 
wants. But every person wants money, 
and he wants it more and more the more 
he has; he never has a surplus, and he is 
always ready and willing to excange any 
surplus commodity he has for money. The 
desire for money is insatiable, and it is 
never satisfied for the reason that it com- 
mands all desirable earthly things. It 
commands not only that which satisfies 
our physical wants, but al) that adminis- 
ters to fancy, or is craved by ambition or 


greed. ; 
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“T admit, my friends, that what I have 
thus far said, whilst it does completely es- 
tablish that a ratio agreed on by all man- 
kind between gold and silver coin would 
be stable, or so nearly so that variations 
in it would be practically harmless, yet it 
does not establish beyond a doubt that in 
the present order the United States alone 
can effect this, though it goes a long way 
to prove it. I admit that you have a right 
to demand that I go further in my proof 
before you assent fully to the proposition 
that the United’ States, with the other 
siiver people, can maintain ‘this parity 
without the co-operation of some of the 
most powerful nations in EHurope.. 

“Whilst once I believed this could be done 
only for a limited time, yet, as I stated 
then, that limited time Would extend a 
long distance into the future. Subsequent 
reflection ‘and subsequent experience in 
actual events and a more thorough knowl- 
edge of the present and past monetary 
systems of mankind have satisfied me that 
that long peried in which free coinage by 
the independent aotion of the United States 
without the co-operation of the silver-using 
nations will keep the metals at a parity 
will extend into an indefinite future, as far 
ahead of*us as existing institutions of any 
kind are likely to remain. 

“In order to determine what can be done 
by human action, it is well to consider 
what has been accomplished by the same 
agency. ) 

“During the present century, up to 1873. 
the market value of gold and silver varied 


4,but little from the Frenck ratio of 15% 


to 1, generally a little above it, and ocea- 
sionally a little below it, and this stability 
in the ratio was maintained notwithstand- 
ing that from 1801 to 1871, and even up to 
the year 18éM, there was the greatest varia- 
tion in the relative production of the two 
métals, varying from 29 cents’ warth of 
silver to one dollar of gold in 185-60, to 
$8.22 of silver to one of gold ‘in the years 
1801-10 and ranging between these two 
the remainder of the time. Treating these 
metals as commodities merely, to be sold in 
the market for nom-monetary uses, the 
stability in this ratio would have been im- 
possible, fér we all know that the increase 
of the supply of any commodity tends to 
decrease ite value and a decrease in the 
supply tends to raise its value. So we see 
that there was some other thing, some 
other force in operation during that period 
than the market value of the metais or 
commodities which prevented a Yaria- 
tion in the relative prices of gold and sil- 
ver with the enormous variations in their 
relative supply. 

“That thing—that force—was the bimetal- 
lism of Prance—fixing the ratio of price at 
lb¥g to 1, and this seems now to be agreed 
te by all candid gold monon.>tallists. 

“As showing the potency of the French 
law by itself, 1 will notice the other agen- 
cies operating during that period to destroy 
the parity as fixed by the French ratio. 
Among these are: Demonetization of sil- 
ver by England, demonetization of gold 
by Germany (taking place at different 
times), and, I believe, by the Scandinavian 
states, and the fact that the United States 
had a different ratio, viz: 15 to 1, till 18%, 
and afterwards at 16.10 1. 

“France was a first-class nation during 
this period, but during a large portion of 
it engaged in most ruinous and destruc- 
tive wets. But France was not the 
greatest commercial nation—Engiland be- 
ing first then as now—yet with all these 
. variations in the relative production of the 
two metals and all these changes in the 
monetary systems of Europe and the 
United States, France held the two metals 
everywhere at about the ratio she had fix- 
ed by law. Note, I said the parity was 
maintamed everywhere. 

“You have a right to demand of me an 
explanation of this. The explanation is 
that France was a great and rich country,

THEY CONDEMN THE LYNCHING. 


Of the Negro - Preacher Who Was 
Dragged from the Pulpit by a Mob. 
Lake City, 4"la:, July 14.—A mass meet- 

ing of negroes, which was attended by 
many whites, was held here yesterday 
to condemn the lynching of Rev. Robert 
Bennett, the negro preacher who was drag- 
ged from the pulpit by a mob on the morn- 
ing of July 4th. State Senator B. H. Pal- 
mer was present and addressed the negroes. 
He condemned the lynching and crime 
that leads to it. He pointed out, amid 
cheers from all, that every race on earth 
is measured by the chastity of its women 
and that through them the race must rise, 
if at all. He pointed out the inevitable 
results of race strife and the futility of 
the hopes of the blacks, should they engage 
in it, and closed by saying: “Let us live 
together in peace.” : 

Justice Parnell, who issued the warrant 
for Bennett before he was lynched, was 
present, and told all he knew of the affair 
and also what evidence there was against 
Bennett. He said Bennett had been in 
the habit of taking improper liberties with 
Alice, the eleven-year-old daughter of 
Brantley Padgett, of Suwanee county, and 
had actually on one occasion attempted 
the perpetration of the crime, which was 
not discovered for some time after, the 
child fearing to tell. That is the reason 
Bennett remained at Padgett’s from June 
to July after the offense and also the rea- 
son for the tardiness of vengeance. 

On motion of colored participants the fol- 
lowing mixed committee of seven was. ap- 
rointed by the chairmam to draft resolu- 
tions appropriate to the occasion and mat- 
ter in hand: Hon. A. J. Henry, Colonel 
B. H. Palmer, Mr. J. W. Perry, Rev. A. 
B. Dwdley, Rev. A. D. Holland, John 
Jones, Sr., and W. M, Tarver. The first 
three are white and the last four colored. 

The committee presented the following 
resolutions, which were wnanimously 
adopted: : 

“Whereas, On’the 4th day of July, 18%,
